SEEKS TO PROTECT

Cost of Production Also 
Left in Doubt, President 
Says in Statement An- 
nouncing Decision.

Washington, D. C., June 14.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has decided to postpone 
indefinitely action on the recommen- 
dation of a majority of the tariff com- 
mission for a reduction of one-half 
cent a pound in sugar duties. His 
findings on the commission’s report, 
which was submitted to him nearly 
a year ago, were made public today at 
‘he white house. 

Discussing the issue at length the 
president points out that the com- 
mission failed to agree on the differ- 
ence in cost of producing domestic and 
imported sugar, and divided three to 
two on the question. He asserts that 
fluctuating prices in the last few 
years haye made it next to impossible 
to arrive at accurate calculations, and 
emphasizes the necessity of protecting 
the beet sugar industry, of encourag- 
ing farmers to diversify their crops, 
and of providing an adequate sugar 
supply for the American consumer. 

Reconsideration Possible. 

At the conclusion of his findings, 
the president, however, makes this 
statement: : 

“If through decreased production 
or other conditions, the world market 
should be relieved of the weight of 
sugar now pressing upon it, and the 
consumer should again be compel}led to 
pay the abnormally high price com- 
plained of in 1915, the change in con- 
ditions might warrant a reconsidera- 


tion of the present decision to post- 
pone action upon the recommendation 
offered in the majority report of the 
tariff commission. : 

“After full consideration of all the 
facts shown in the report of the mem- 
bers of the tariff commission, says 
the president's statement, “I do not 
find that differences in cost of 
tion are sufficiently establis 
der present conditions to i 
from the present duty. 

The commission’s sugar investiga- 
tion was initiated in 1923, under the 
flexible provisions of the tariff law 
which empower the president to make 
increases or reductions in duties to

time it is pointed out by Mr. Cool- 
idge the average New York wholesale 
price of granulated sugar was 8.4 
cents a pound as compared to a pre- 
war average of 1909 through 1913 of 
4.9 cents a pound. 

“The abnormally high price of sug- 
ar in 1923,” the president adds, “fur- 
nished réasonable grounds for com- 
plaint and suggested remedial action 
through reduction of the tariff on raw 
sugar.” :

Harmon was jailed at police sta- 
tion on a charge of murder. 
charge later was changed to man- 
Slaughter and bond fixed at $2,000. 
Chastain was charged with reckless 
driving.

AG. COLLEGE WORK 
IS GIVEN PRAISE 


If Financial Aid Is De- 
nied, Board of Visitors 
Recommends Tuition 
Fee Be Raised to $300. 


Athens, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Declaring that it will be necessary to 
increase the tuition fee to $300, unless 
adequate provision for the proper sup- 
port of the university is made and 
pointing out that “it is quite possible, 
if not probable, that our state univer- 
sity will soon lose its standing as a 
Class A college, unless given prompt 
relief” are’some of the startling state- 
ments contained in the report of the 
board of visitors of the University 
of Georgia, made to the board of:trus- 
tees in session here. 

The board makes an inspectioy each 
year prior to commencemént -and 
issues its report to the board of trus- 
tees. 

Other recommendations of the com- 
mittee are: that the state issue bonds 
to carry out a building program; that 
housing facilities be pfovided on the 
campus for all freshmen, and that all 
freshmen be required to live in these 
dormitories; that more instructors be 
provided; that a “dean for men” be 
provided, and that the salary of the 
chancellor be raised. 

The board of visitors, which also 
inspected the state college of agri- 
culture and made recommendations re- 
garding same, is composed this year 
of T. T. Benton, Jefferson, chair- 
man; T. R. Talmadge, Forsyth; D. B. 
Franklin, Statesboro: M. C. Allen, 
Calhoun, and B. F, Quigg, Rome. 

The report, in part, follows: 

Needs More Money. 

“1. That more liberal financial 
support be granted the university in 
accordance with the program set 
forth in the ‘budget requests’ of 
1925-26. , is? 

“2. That, incase adequate pro- 
vision for the proper support of the 
university cannot be. made, the tui- 
tion fees be increased to $300 per 
annum for each student. This would 
indeed be a most regrettable action 
and would deprive many worthy boys 
and girls of our state of the advan- 
tages of a college education, but 
there seems to be no other alterna- 
tive, 

“3. That provision be made by a 
state bond issue for carrying out the 
building program as set forth by the 
committee on expansion. 

“4. That a woman’s dormitory be 
constructed at once, as no provision 


has been made for housing the ever- 
increasing number of women students. 
It seems inconsistent that women 
should be admitted as students to 
the university without measures be- 
ing taken to accommodate them. 

“}. That the state match the ap- 
propriation made by the alumni as- 
sociation for the erection of a build- 
ing of administration, commerce and 
journalism which is so badly needed. 


We wish to commend the alumni as- 
sociation for its generosity and loy- 
alty in providing this opportunity for 
the growth of the university. If the 
alumni can catch the vision and, 
out of the fullness of their hearts, can 
offer this magnificent opportunity, it 
would seem that che state cannot 
honorably do less than unite with 
them in their efforts.

‘Slap by Wife, Breaking 
His Glasses, Drove Him 
to Murderous Frenzy, 
Accused Man Declares. 


LABORATORY GAS 
USED IN MURDER 


Los Angeles Dentist, Ar- 
rested for Murder, Tells 
Police Why He Slew His 
Wealthy Mate.

Los Angeles, June 14.—Discovery 
of the cement-encased body of his 
wealthy wife in the bottom of a 
cistern has resulted in the arrest 
of Dr. Thomas C. Young gh a charge 
of murder and has revealed to Los 
Angeles one of the most gruesome 
murders in its history. 

The body was found Sunday after 
Young, a dentist, had confessed that 
he had killed his wife with gas from 
his laboratory, five months ago, 
thrown the corpse into a huge cistern 
and later witnessed the dead woman’s 
young son unwittingly pour cement 
down onto his mother’s remains. 

The confession and arrest of the 

How He Slew Wife. 

“We left my house and went to-a 
cafe,” he said, “and I gave her some- 
thing. We then went to the office, 
got a bottle and got ‘lit’ up. I put 
some liquid gas in my pocket and we 
went to the Glen. On the way out 
she went to sleep. 

“T gave her gas until she quit 
breathing. .Then I got a wheel bar- 


sow, “loaded her into ft and wheeled 


her into the cellar, after I put cotton 
in her nose, so she would never 
breathe again.” 

Sen Mixes Concrete. 

The next day. Dr. Young took 
young Grogan to the Glen home and 
at night the boy unknowingly mixed 
the concrete to cover the body of 
his slain mother at the. bottom of the 
cistern. Dr. Young said he poured 
the mixed concrete in the crypt and 
smoothed it over with a long pole. 
dentist. were brought about as a re- 
sult of months of intensive detective 
work following. the mysterious dis- 
appearance of Mrs. Young last Feb- 
ruary. With Mrs. Young disappeared 
$162,000 in bonds, part of the large 
estate bequeathed her by her former 
husband, “Pat’’ Grogan, the “olive 
king.” 

Police Excavate At Home. 

The police finally decided to exca- 
vate various spots about the palatial 
Young home in the belief that Mrs. 
Young had been murdered. -At the 
same time, they took Young into cus- 
today and after 28 hours of constant 
grilling, he broke down and con- 
fessed. 

Young made the confession coolly 
and deliberately. Then he collapsed. 


Still unconscious, he was carried to 
the morgue where lay the body of 
his wife. He was revived’ and asked 
to identify it. 

“She .doesn’t look natural, does 
she?” he asked, dully. 

The confession was obtained in one 
of the gayest cafes in Los Angeles, 
while hundreds of care-free diners 
swirled about the table, unconsciou 
of gO ag ma recital being unfolded.

_ “The statement under reference af- 
firms also that the American ambas- 
sador has succeeded in protecting 
American as well as foreign interests, 
and if he has thus succeeded, he has 
no right to charge Mexico of failure 
to protect said interests, and attention 
should be called to the fact that said 
ambassador does not represent any 
other foreigner, but his own fellow 
citizens, and Mexico could not admit 
that without her previous authoriza- 
tion, the American ambassador should 
act in behalf of persons or interests 
alien to those of his country.

“YANKEE IMPERIALISM” 
DENOUNCED BY MEXICANS. 

Mexico, City, June 14.—Resent- 
ment continues to be expressed 
against Secretary Kellogg's statement 
of Friday, which declared Mexico to 
be “on trial” before the world. 

The vigorous reply of President 
Calles is expected to strengthen his 
position. A prominent labor leader, 
who would not permit use of his 
name, told the United News that the 
statement of the American secretary 
of state was bound to handicap Calles 
in his efforts to stem the tide of Mex- 
iean radicalism with the support of 
organized labor. 

The principal critics of the Calles 
government, this leader pointed out, 
have been the radical groups and not 
the conservative laborites. 

“Yankee imperialism” was de- 
nounced at a communist meeting at- 
tended by 2,000 persons. Speakers 
announced that they would carry on 
a policy of opposition, to the contin- 
uanece of Ambassador Sheffield in his 
present post. , 


WASHINGTON ASTONISHED 
AT CALLES’ BLUNTNESS. 

Washington, June 14.—By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The statement_ of 
President Calles today at Mexico City, 
like that of Secretary Kellogg, was 
directed to the press and, therefore, 
was not an exchange between the tw» 
governments. Nevertheless, some of- 
ficials here were agtonished over the 
Mexican executive’s use of such-words 
as “insult” and “threat to the sov- 
ereignty of Mexico,” in setting before 
the public his side of the matter, al- 
though it was recalled that the Kel- 
logg statement also was uncommonly 
blunt. 

In the absence tonight of Secretary 
Kellogg, who was one of President 
Coolidge’s guests on Aa week-end 
cruise aboard the Mayflower, officials 
were inclined to view the Mexican 
statement as representative of Presi- 
dent Calles’ interpretation of the 
Kellogg statement. They did not be- 
lieve that the secretary of state at 
any time intended to threaten Mexi- 
can sovereignty nor to “insult” the 
Mexican government or peoples. 

Kellogg Reply Unlikely. __ 

The statement issued by Mr. Kel- 
logg Friday was said to contain all 
that he intended to say, at least for 
the present, and to “speak for it- 
self.” It was not communicated to 
the Mexican government and, so far 
as is known, there have been no of- 
ficial: exchanges between Washington 
and Mexico City since that time to 
which the state department has been 
a party. 

Under these circumstances, it was 
said tonight, Mr. Kellogg, upon re- 
turning to his desk tomorrow, prob- 
ably would ignore the Calles state- 
ment, preferring to let the contro- 
versy rest rather than prolong it by 
issuing further statements and con- 
tinuing arguments in a public fash- 
ion. Should the Mexican executive, 
however, officially address a_state- 
ment to the secretary, the affair at 
once would take on a different aspect

Basis for Kellogg Charges. 

In the background of the statement 
issued Friday by the secretary 1s a 
wealth of information given him by 
assistants charged with the conduct 
of Mexican affairs. Much of this in- 
formation has been laid before Presi- 
dent Coolidge and revealed to Chair- 
man Borah, of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee, and to Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, chairman of finance 
committee, before Mr. Kellogg's state- 
ment was made public. Others who 
were informed at the same time as 
to the contents of the reports regard- 
ing Mexico said later that the sécre- 
tary’s language struck them, when 
they read the statement, as being 
both cautious and moderate. 

Included in the mass of information 
before Mr. Kellogg are numerous re- 
ports of cases in which property 
owned by American citizens in Mexico 
has been seized by so-called agrarians, 
who have occupied the lands without 
legal proceedings. Disregard for the 
natives is said, in 
this connection, to have become so 
flagrant that the supreme court of 
Mexico recently presented a memorial 


to President Calles, calling attention 
to the fact that its decisions in cases 
involving interpretation of agrarian 
laws are ignored pratically through- 
out the country by local authorities 
as well as by individuals. 
Attempts To Eject Squatters Fail. 
The Washington government has 
made numerous representations to the 
Mexico City government and other ap- 
propriate authorities in attempts to 
have squatters ejected from American- 


‘owned lands by Mexican federal troops 
'and to have 


the troops. stationed 
close by the scenes of such disturb- 
ances to protect the land owners. 
This situation is giving the Washing- 


}\| ton government serious concern, par- 


ticularly since it has lately reached 
the point where even authorized ex- 
propriations are being made without 
compensation to the owgers in any 
known case. 

Another problem now causing some 
anxiety here is said to be the labor 
situation in Mexico. An allustration 
of the extent to which labor influences 
have been extended is cited in the case 
of a British tramway manager who, 
the reports said, was suddenly threat- 
ened with expulsion from Mexico be- 
cause he refused to recognize a syndi- 
cate of striking workmen. . | 

No Labor Policy Established. 

The Calles administration does not 
appear to have established a labor 
policy. By recent decree it placed 
all railroad employees under the sec- 
retariat of communications, automat- 
ically making them government em- 
ployees without the right to strike. 
At the same time, it seems to be 
taking a somewhat conflicting course 
of encouraging the formation of a 
national union of workmen.

Discipline Has Come, 
Minister Declares, 


Beauvais, France, June 14.—(By 


the Associated Press.)\—M. Caillaux, 
minister of finance, in the first Sun- 
day open air speech he has made since 
he assumed the task of the renovation 
of French finances, declared to several 
thousand voters and tax-payers today 
that “if France wants to be helped, 
she must first help herself.” 

minister spoke earnestly and 
without apology, saying: 

“The hour of great economic and 
financial penance has struck for 
France. rench citizens in every 
walk of life must realize that the day 
of financial and economic gacrifice 
and discipline has come. 

“However complicated France’s fi- 
nancial situation may be, I feel as- 
sured that there is still time—but 
there is not a minute to lose—to save 
our financial ship, which is beginning 
to settle It is a heavy task. We 
must restore the financial situation, 
which has become dangerous through 
immensity and multiplied by reason 
of the long lapse of time. 

Pleads for Sacrifice. 

“I must ask°for a spirit of sacrifice 
from all the tax-payers and sdlicit 
every one’s help, not only the rich, 
but also the middle classes and the 
workmen, The naked truth must be 
told to the country, which for ten 
Years has been kept in ignorance of 
the realities. It is an ungrateful] task 
but must be accomplished. 

“I must have the courage to tell 
you that the decisive hour has struck. 
wherein the nation must cut down its 
mode of living, so that resources will 
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tally with nditures. Discipline— 
financial discipline—is absolutely nec- 
essary. You must have confidence ia 
the chiefs whom you have chosen 
yourselves and give them time te. ac- 
complish their program. 

' Declarés There Is No Utopia. 

“Do not think that there exists any- 
where a Utopia where a marvelous 
remedy or financial magic can pre- 
serve you from rigorous retrenchment 
and daily sacrifices.” 

.. Caillaux’s address had been 
widely alluded to in the French press 
as “a most important document deal- 
ing with France's economic and finan- 
cial situation.” ‘The finance minis- 
ter, however, studiously refrained 
from giving any details: or figures, 
Beyond warning the tax-payers that 
new taxes were coming, he gave no 
inkling of their nature, but merely is- 
sued a frank warning that France 
must gird up its loins and make ready 
for further sacrifices.

As compared to pre-war com- 
modity prices sugar is relatively one 
of the cheapest articles on the Amer- 
ican market. Refined sugar approxi- 
mately back to-.pre-war prices stands 
out in contrast with the general food 
price index, which is estimated at ap- 
proximately 50 per cent above pre- 
war, 

Would Cost $40,000,000. 

“The American farmer receives ad- 
vice on every hand to diversify his 
erops. He proceeds to do so by going 
in for sugar beet culture, protected 
from the competitive impact of cheap 
Cuban labor by a tariff duty of 1.764 
cents per pound on Cuban raws. The 
American fatmer is thus in process of 
building up a great home agricultural 
industry which at once improves the 
farmers’ soil, enables him to diversify 
crops and tends to release the Amer- 
ican people from dependence upon the 
foreigner for a major item in the na- 
tional food supply. The farmer is en- 
titled to share along with the manu- 
facturer direct benefits under our na- 
tional policy of protecting domestic 
industry. 

“Money must be found to meet the 
appropriations yoted by representa- 
tives of the American people. It is 
estimated that the sugar import duty 
yielded the national treasury last 
year (1924) $136,099,106 out of a 
total revenue from all imports of mer- 
chandise of $345,.231,859. To make 
the proposed reduction would cost the 
treasury about $40,000,000 each year.” 

Discussing the question of supply 
and its relation to the price of sugar 


ito the American consumer, President 


Coolidge said he was “impressed with 
the fact that there is a general ten- 
dency for consolidation of control in 
price and distribution in many com- 
modities upon which we are depend- 
ent for import. 

Odds Against Consumer. 

“I do not say,” he continued, “that 
such foreign combinations in  re- 
straint of trade exist in sugar at the 
present time, but the whole tendency 
of the development of foreign sugar 
peoduction is in the direction of larg- 
er holdings. In the long run there 
lies in this, therefore, certain dangers 
to the consumer which can only be 
safeguarded by an assurance of com- 
petitive domestic supplies. 

“Our annual consumption of sugar 
has increased by about one million 
tons in the last decade until it has 
reached 103 pounds per person yearly. 
The interest of the consumer will 
in the long run be served only by the 
ample supply of the product. This 
can only be assured by the mainte- 
nance of our beet sugar industry. 

“It must be borne in mind that the 
retail price of sugar to the consumer 
during the past six years has varied. 
due to the changes in the volume of 
supply and demand, from six and one- 
half cents to twenty-six cents per 
pound. The proposed reduction of 
duty amounts to one-half cent per

I believe that eternal vig- 
ilance is the price of progress as well 
}as liberty, and while I think that there 
is much to be remedied in the state, I 
do not believe for one minute that the 
remedy is either without the power 
or the purpose of the people.”

IF I WERE STILL KING. 

You’ probably will not remember, 
unless you are an anti-vaccinationist 
or a pro-compulsory vaccinationist, 
that I said the other day that my first 
edict upon being crowned king would 
embody these three effects: (1) aboli- 
tion of compulsory vaccination and 
any little tricky laws whereby the 
rabid vaccinationists enforce such an 
abuse indirectly; (2) the provision of 
free vaccination by the state (c'est 
moi) for all who might desire the pro- 
tection which we believe it affords; 
(3) abolition of all isolation; quaran- 
tine or other restrictions upon the lib- 
erty of subjects afflicted with small- 
pox or exposed to it. 
at all undesirable, don’t make me 
king, that’s all. 

If I were still king the morning 
after, I should call my fiscal agenis, 
economists, revenue collectors and 
such, and set them to work on a plan 
to give a reasonable and just compen- 
sation to every subject who might be 
isolated or quarantined by the health 


authorities for the public safety, no 
matter what disease such subject 
might have. It seems to me that un- 
der our present democratic (speaking 
‘humorously) government we work a 
rank injustice upon people whom we 
isolate or quarantine, not for their 
own welfare, mind you, but for the 
public welfare. Even the scum and 
the enemies of society that we isolate 
in prisons and other penal institutions 
receive more or less compensation— 
state’s prisoners receive pay for their 
labor and free board and room and 
clothing and medical attention and 
movies and books and about everv- 
thing one could desire for comfort.

ACT EFFECTIVE TODAY 


Washington, June 14.—Amend- 
ments to regulations under the Unit- 
ed States cotton futures act, reducing 
the transfer unit of. certificated eot- 
ton between markets for delivery on 
future contracts from 100 bales to 
25 bales are effective tomorrow. 

Changes in the regulations provide 
for the establishment of a board of 
cotton examiners‘ at Houston, Texas, 
and for the sale of practical forms of 


the universal cotton standards. 

The substance of the amendments 
announced by the department is as 
follows: 

Regulations 1 and 3 under the act 
have been amended to recognize the 
establishment of an exchange inspec- 
tion bureau by the Chicago Board of 
Trade, and the establishment of a

The last sentence of section two, 
regulation 11, has been amended to 
read: 

“No single request for supervision 
of transfer shall cover both cotton of 
which the classification has been re- 
viewed and that of which the classi- 
fication has not been reviewed; nor 
shall the same request cover both 
tenderable and untenderable cotton:

Art of Thinking | 
‘Being Forgotten, 


‘W riter Declares 


London, June 14.—‘“Have 
Stopped Thinking?” Arnold Bennett | 
uses this title for an article in the 
Sunday Pictorial and then answers 
his question in the affirmative. 

One of the principal defects of the 
present generation is its “inability to 
practice the art of sustained think- 
ing,” Bennett says. He points to the 
dwindling length of novels and plays 
and says the latter are mainly revues, 
in which there is not even a plot. 

Bennett admits that the “art of sus- 
tained thinking” has not totally dis- 
appeared and that among some classes 
it has even n intensified, but in- 
sists that there is less thinking among 
average persons.
